Agricultural Conservation 
Program Helps Hancock 
County Farmers 


Hancock County is richer and 
More productive because of work 
done by farmers in the Agricul- 
tural Conservation Program, says 
Fitzhugh Lee, Chairman of the 
Hancock County ASC Commitee. 

Under the 1958 Agricultural 
Conservation Program, 132 farm- 
ers in the county earried out one 
or more conservation practices. 
This number represents about 
30% of the total number of 
farmers in the county. Few peo- 
ple besides the farmers  them- 
selves realize all that has been 
done to protect and improve the 
soil and water resources in the 
county, 

Through the conservation prat- 
tices established, Hancock County 
farmers have made material pro- 
gress in controlling erosion and 
restoring productive capacity to 
the land. Some of the major con- 
servation practices established 
with assistance of the 1958 ACP 
include the establishment of both 
permanent and temporary. vege- 
tative cover, the construction of 
livestock water ponds and ditches, 
and the planting of trees. 

Under the ACP the farmer 
bears the cost of approximately 
35% to 50% of the cost of per- 
forming the practice, and the 
Government, through the Agricul- 
tural Conservation Program, bears 
the remaining part of the cost. 
These farmers who have not al- 
ready obtained help through the 
1959 ACP should contact their 
ASC county offce at Bay St 
Louis, Mississippi, for the pur- 


pose of filing a request for. cost | 


sharing on the needed conserva 
tion practices for their farm.
